In  oar  yesterday's  issue  wo  give  the  im 
ports  aad  exports  of  Vauoou.er.Islaud  for  the 
past  year.  It  will  be  eeen  by  oompsnug  the 
import*  with  those  of  1863  that  there  is  a 

alarming  difference  one  way  or  the  other,  aod 
would  be  certainly  nothing  to  deplore  were 
>we  only  assured  that  homo  production  was 
taking  the  place  of  the  foreign  article  ;  but 
we  cannot  so  far  lay  this  "  Battering  unction" 
**U*r  commercial  souls.    There  is,  however, 
one  consolation  in  ear  returns.    We  find 
that  while  our  importations  have,  generally 
speaking,  decreased,  our  English  import  trade 
be.  been  augmented.    In  1843  w.  imported 
from  Great  Br. tain  91,296,003,  while  the  re. 
turns  for  the  past  year  give  $1,408,776,  show- 
of  »lia,773.   Of  this  trade 
pie  items  are  those  coming  under 


the  head  of  clothing  and  dry  goods,  and  the 
increase  on  these  articles  alone  reaebes  the 
very  high  figure  of  $219,360— the  value  of  the 
elotniog  imports  having  been  in  1863  $450,579 
and  in  1864  $669,939.  This  branch  of  our 
trade  with  San  Francisco  bas,  on  the  other 
hand,  tisibly  declined.  Id  1863  we  import* 
sd  from  that  city  blankets,'  oiotbing,  eto?  to 


the  amount  of  $128,718,  while  the  past  year 
r  .ut  $90,898,  showing  a  falling  oft

ot  nearly  $40,000 -or  about  thirty  per  cent 
The  total  amount  of  this  description  of  im- 
portation  from  all  parts  for  1864  was  $710,- 
837— about  one-fifth  sf  our  entire  imports. 

From  .he  former  we  have  received  the  past 
year  the  value  of  $126,904,  and  Irom  the 
latter  $135,754-  making,  altogether  $263,658. 

The  next  article  in  value  is  flour,  and 
here  w*  find  a  very  perceptible  falling  off  in 
our  San  Franoiaoo  imports,  to  the  advantage 
of  Oregon  and  Puget  Sound.  In  1863  we 
imported  from  San  Francisco  flour  to  the 
value  of  $159,264,  while  during  last  year  the 
importations  only  reached  $123,752,  showing 
a  decrease  of  $35,512.  In  the  meantime  our 
flour  trade  With  Portland  has  sprang  up  from 
$7,357  in  1863  to  the  very  large  figure  of 
—an  increase  of  nearly  eight  hundred 
t.  This  is  rather  a  remarkable  change 
but  we  find  that  the  importation 
of  Oregon  flour  bas  been  subject  to  some  ex. 
inordinary  fluctuations.  In  1861  it  reached 
$79,556  while  in  the  subsequent  year  it  fell 
to  $17,821.  From  Puget  Sound  the  flour 
imports  in  1863  came  to  $5,900,  and  during 
the  past  year  to  $13,691.  The  importation 
of  barley  from  San  Francisco  has  fallen  off 
hum  $42,632  in  186$  to  $33  341  in  1864, 
while  it  has  from  Paget  Sound,  in  the  same 
period  increased  from  $650  to  $12,886. 
California  hay  bas  also  declined  irom  $9,561 
in  1863  to  $8,519  in  1864  ;  while  from  the 
Sound  the  importation  of  hay  has  increased 
from  $3,946  to  $8,969.  Oats  from  San 
Francisco  bas  decreased  from  $8,012  in  1863 
to  $3,471  in  1864  and  fsom  the  Sound  has 
increased  from  $4,827  to  $10,031.  We  have 
been  importing  neither  barley  nor  hay  from 
Oregon,  and  up  till  last  year  imported  little 
or  no  oats;  we  find,  however,  $4,005  down 
for  this  article  in  1864,  and  wheat  for  the 
first  time  makes  its  appearance,  amounting 
to  $3,524.  From  San  Francisco  we  im« 
ported  the  last  year  wheat  to  the  value  of 
$4,839,  showing  an  increase  of  about  $1,600 
*  on  1863,  and  from  Puget  Sound  the  same 
article  amounted  to  $2  517. 

Taking  our  importations  of  flour,  barley, 
hay,  oats,  and  wheat  in  the  aggregate,  we 
find  that  for  these  articles  of  farm  produce, 
1  we  are  called  upon  to  pay  annually  the  enor- 
mous sura  or  $281,098— a  state  of  things, 
when  we  look  at  the  smallness  of  the  popala. 
lion  of  both  colonies,  as  disgraceful  as  it  is 
ruinous.  We  can  raise  as  good  wheat  as 
any  grown  on  the  coast,  and  much  finer  oats, 
yoi  with  a  kind  of  m.momaoia  we  discard  our 
agricultural  resources  aod  pay,  when  we 
lake  every  other  description  of  produce  into 
consideration,  somelhiog  short  of  $700,000  a 
year  for  some  imaginary  privilege  of  selling 
two  aod  a  halt  million  dollars'  worth  of 
California  and  English  goods  to  oar  neigh- 
bors. In  the  article  of  batter  alone  we  paid 
out  during  the  last  year  the  enormous  sum  of 
$94,493  ;  while  for  baeon,  beef,  cattle  and 
sheep,  we  pay  10  our  American  neighbors  the 
•am  of  $'265,333.  Fifty-three  thousand  of 
this  goes  to  Oregon,  $58,000  to  California, 
and  $153,000  ,„  Puget  Sound.  Taking,  the 
various  kinds  of  produoe  which  we  have 
mentioned  into  consideration,  ivnd  Including 
$12,000  for  eggs  ana  chickens,  we  find  that 
we  pay  in  round  numbers  upwards  of  $650  - 
000  a  year  for  what  could  undoubtedly,  with 
a  little  energy  00  the  part  ot  the  farmers  and 
a  more  enlightened  system  of  political  econo- 
my in  the  Government  of  the  country,  be 
raised  oj  produced  on  the  Island.  Let  any 
one  imagine  the  effect  upon  the  country  ot 
paying  so  large  a  sum  as  this  to  oar  own 
farmers  aod  stock-raisers.  Let  bio  oalculate 
the  effect  of  its  expenditure  in  a  town  of  five 
or  •  x  thouacnd  inhabitants,  and  he  will  be- 
gin to  see  the  suicidal  policy  which  we  have 
been  pursuing,  and  which  is  fast  driving  cap 
Ital  from  the  place.  The  time  is  propitious 
for,  a  change.  Lot  us  look -  to  our  actual 
condition  and,  regardless  ol  prejudice,  super 
etivion,  or  tradition,  commence  to  remove 
those  stumbling  blocks  which  bar  our  path 
to  a  stable  prosperity.

CENSUS  BILL.

may  be  able  to  obtain  ;  a  census  of  tbe  pop 
ulstioo  to  be  taken  every  tbird  year,  be- 
tween tbe  months  of  January  and  April  in 
elusive,  to  begin  this  present  year.  Tbe  bill 
also  points  out  the  duties,  &c,  of  the  Enu- 
merators, aod  provides  for  tbe  punishment  of 
any  persons  refusing  to  comply  with  the  Act.

daries as  they  now  exist  are  tbe  proper  and 
natural  boundaries  for  tbe  city. 

With  respect  to  powers  of  tbe  proposed 
Act  tbe  mode  of  taxation  is  arbitrary  and 
most  inquisitorial  and  one  entirely  in  oppo- 
sition to  all  tbe  principles  of  a  free  coramu- 

The  unlimited  power  of  raising  money  and 
taking  property  for  municipal  uses  is  calcu- 
lated to  destroy  tbe  prosperity  of  Victoria 
and  will  inflict  a  burden  on  the  community 
wbicb  at  present  they  are  unable  to  sustain. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray 
your  honorable  House  tbat  an  Act  more  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  com 
muoity  be  passed  by  your  honorable  llouse 
and  tbat  tbe  limits  of  tbe  oity  as  at  present 
incorporated  be  the  limits  of  the  new  muni 
cipality,  and  that  your  petitioners'  propeity 
be  not  included  in  such  limits  against  their 
wishes.

eyes,  scarlatina,  English  cholera,  aud  dip* 
theria  bave  swept   off  stores,   or  sought 
out  isolated  victims.   Scanatina  especially, 
has  baeo  "  going  about"  the  country  for  two 
years,  and  in  msny  cases  little  better  account 
can  be  given  of  its  appearance  than  that  ij 
was  not  there  last  year,  the  places  then  visited 
biing  tbi*  year  spared.    It  is  natural,  hows 
ever,  to  associate  faots  that  present  them- 
selves together  and  tbat  seem  to  have,  a 
mutual  bearing.    This  baa  been  the  dritfst 
year  ever  known  in  this  country.  There  baa 
been  less  rain  than  was  ever  known.  The 
air  bas  shown  much  less  hum-dity  by  the 
usual  tests.    Tbe  water  has  been  lower  in 
the  wells.    Tbe  ponds,  ditcbes,  and  even  the 
wateroourses  have  been  dry.    Tbe  surface  of 
tue  earth,  unusually  dry  and  warm,  has  given 
out  its  vapours,  not  always  healthy,  more 
freely  than  uanal.    Those  numerous  spots 
that  in  the  h.  ulibiest  and  best  kept  villages 
are  generally  only  wet  and  dirty  have  this 
year  betrayed  tbe  usual  off -eta  ot  sunshine 
upuo  vegetable  or  animal  decay.   A  fen  is 
never  so  unhealthy  as  in  a  dry  season.  If 
the  mortality  of  this  year  oould  be  tho- 
roughly sifted 4t  would  shock  the  ideas  of 
those  who  associate  natural  beauty  with 
health,  and  wbo  think  tbat  fresh  air  and  a 
dry  soil  are  sufficient  materials  for  a  para* 
diae.    But  paradisaical  and  healthy  are  not 
equivalent  terms.    The  summer  ot  1860  was 
wet,  cold,  sunless,  and  unenjoyable  ;  no  sum- 
mer at  all,  as  some  people  ealbtd  it ;  bul  it 
was  the  most  healthy  summer  ever  known. 
On  tbe  other  band,  the  summer  we  bave  just 
had  bas  been  a  most  delicious  one  for  picnics, 
croquet,  boating  parlies,  and  other  exour- 
aiooa;  but  most  Unhealthy.  It  must  be  added 
that  tbe  marriages  in  the  Spring  quarter, 
which  received  a  very  great  check  iu  1862, 
and  recovered  last  year,  are  now  more  nume- 
rous than  ever. 

Very  few  years  ago  it  was  the  fashion  to 
deprecate  increase,  not  only  because  it 
threatened  to  give  us  more  mouths  than  we 
could  feed,  or  bands  than  we  could  employ, 
but  also  because  good  people  had  made  a 
pretty  picture  of  a  young  village  laborer  saving 
up  a  number  ol  years  for  a  wife,  a  cottage, 
aod  a  cooatant  service  yet  to  be  found.  The 
picture  may  have  its  fair  side,  but  to  at  least 
tbree-lourtb  of  the  population  it  does  not  ap- 
ply. Tbe  general  rule  is  tbat  people  will 
marry  il  they  can,  aod  bo  sooner  does  a  me- 
chanic, a  town  laborer,  a  shopman,  or  any- 
body find  himself  able  to  maintain  a  wife 
than  he  looks  out  for  one,  and  if  he  is  fortu- 
nate msrriee.  Hence  it  appear*  that  the 
manufacturing  districs  mairy  fastdr  than  tbe 
agricultural;  the  North  Midland  counties, 
for  example,  than  tbe  South  Midland.  JlH 
dustrial  Islington  is  a  n  aeb  more  marrying 
place  than 
course  there 
In  Lancashii 
tweeu  the  "  altar  of  Hymen"  and  the  steam- 
engine  is  very  definite  indeed,  for  so  loog  as 
the  latter  is  going  the  former  never  wants  far 
worshippers.  As  we  do  not  believe  in  the 
cIbbb  of  pious  aod  patriotic  celibate*  in  the 
lower  olasses,  and  as  we  feel  that  the  ciroum-* 
stances  of  the  laboring  man,  from  a  very  early 
age,  oder  little  to  supply  the  place  of  a  pru- 
dent and  suitable  marriage,  we  mast  regard 
the  figures  before  us  with  great  satisfaction. 
We  feel  sure  there  will  net  be  too  many  ol  us 
in  our  time.  With  America,  Australia,  In- 
dia, army,  navy,  and  our  commerce  draining 
us  of  our  best  and  freshest  bloody*  if  we  bad 
no  other  vocation  than  to  find  food  for  pow- 
der and  to  be  a  seed  plot  of  nations,  we  need 
keeping  up  by  all  proper  means.    Thero  was 

thought'  welncreas^Hoo  much,  an 
ted  too  little  ;  and  philosophers  apprehended 
a  day  when  we  should  be  elbowing  one 
another  out  of  this  narrow  isle.  There  can 
be  no  such  tear  now.  Tbe  tortoise  bas  not 
yet  overtaken  the  bare,  but  it  is  net  far  be- 
hind,  and  it  is  poesiblo  we  may  yet  read  in 
these  returns  that  the  actual  population  of 
Eogland  is  declining  year  by  year.

These  are  days  .  population  i*  *ja 
soming  a  national  and  eabstautial  impc  rt> 
ance.  Everybody  oow  asks  the  "  future  ' 
ol  a  State,  and  amoog  tbe  first  elements  of 
that  question  are  numbers,  the  ratio  of  in' 
cresse,  the  power  of  self-snstenation,  tbe 
drain,  from  whatever  cause,  and  tbe  propor- 
tion of  the  races  or  rlasses  At  tbe  begin- 
ning of  tbe  century  a  Napoleon  or  a  Pitt 
might  count  bis  people,  as  he  did  bis  mate- 
rial or  bis  financial  resources,  for  tbe  present 
emergency,  bul  it  is  since  that  d  .y  that  tbe 
growth  of  population,  be  that  mure  or  less, 
ha»  beeo  reeoguixed  as  tbe  source  of  uonvul 
siobs  and  political  re-arrangement*.  Frauoe 
had  finally  to  succumb  to  overwhelming  nuro* 
bats,  the  Belgians  counted  their  strength 
against  tbe  Dutch,  tbe  Scandinavian  races 
bave  suffered  tbe  usual  fate  of  those  who 
lack  youthful  defenders,  and  bave  bad  to  re- 
cede witbin  tbe  old  borders ;  the  German* 
are  counting  every  head  ;  the  4talians  have 
discovered  tbey  are  numerous  enough  to 
make  a  State;  ten  years  ago  the  great 
question  was  how  many  Tnrks  are  there,  and 
cow  many  Greeks  ;  and  across  the  Atlantic 
•■here  are  anxious  calculations  of  North  and 
South,  while  aod  blaok,  Atlantio  and  West- 
ern States,  Irish  and  German  immigrants. 
The  Federals  depend  wholly  upon  the  num 
bors  we  and  Germany  can  spare  to  recruit 
tbeir  continually  decimated  armies.  We  bave 
lately  had  to  reassure  oorless  sanguine  read- 
ere  with  tbe  figures  or  the  British  American 
population— i.  the  Frenoti,  tbo  old  Loyal* 
ists,  the  mixed  modern  immigration,  and  tbe 
relative  numbers  of  the  colonies.
